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SESQUICENTENNIAL  QUARTER  EAGLE

The  celebration  of  our  nation's 
sesquicentennial  saw  the  issue  of  a 
second  commemorative  quarter  eagie, 
and  what  proved  to  be  the  last  in  the 
short  series  of  American  commemora¬ 
tive  gold  coins. 

The  quarter  eagle  struck  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  sesquicentennial  of  the 
signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde¬ 
pendence  was  designed  by  John  R 
Sinnock,  who  had  replaced  George 
Morgan  as  chief  engraver  in  1925.  An 
emblematic  figure  of  Liberty  standing 
atop  the  world  and  holding  the  torch 
of  freedom  in  her  right  hand  and  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  in  her 
left,  appears  on  the  obverse  of  the 
coin. 

The  coins  were  sold  for  $4  each  and 
the  profit  from  their  sale  went  toward 
financing  the  exposition.  Only  200.226 
of  these  coins  were  minted.  They 
proved  unpopular  and  154.207  were 
returned  to  the  mint  and  melted 
down. 

Prior  to  the  construction  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  House  (1732-35). 
the  Assembly  met  in  a  variety  of 
buildings  including  private  homes, 
schools  and  the  Quaker  meeting  house 
On  May  10.  1729  the  Assembly  voted 
to  issue  L30.000  in  bills  of  credit 
L2.000  of  which  was  appropriated  for 
the  construction  of  "a  house  for  the 
Assembly  of  this  Province  to  meet  in.” 
These  bills  were  issued  in  denomina¬ 
tions  of  Is,  1  s6d.  2s.  2s7d.  5s.  10s,  15s 
and  20  shillings.  A  lot  on  the  south 


side  of  Chesnut  between  Delaware 
and  5th  and  6th  streets  was  purchased 
Additional  lots  were  purchased  later 
and  construction  began  in  the  spring 
of  1732.  Andrew  Hamilton  (no  relation 
to  Alexander  Hamilton),  a  member  of 
the  Assembly,  designed  the  building 
and  supervised  its  construction. 

The  Assembly  first  met  in  tJ re  State 
House  in  October  1736  but  the  build 
ing  was  not  completed  until  1745.  In 
February  1750  the  Assembly  voted 
that  "a  building  should  be  erected  on 
the  south  side  of  the  State  House  to 
contain  a  staircase,  with  suitable  place 
for  hanging  a  bell  ."  Construction  of 
the  tower  and  steeple  began  in  1750 
and  was  completed  in  1752.  On  Oct. 
16.  1751  the  Assembly  ordered  the 
superintendents  (Isaac  Norris. 
Thomas  Leech  and  Edward  Warner) 
"to  provide  a  bell  of  such  weight  and 
dimensions  as  they  shall  think  suit¬ 
able "  The  superintendents  wrote  to 
the  colony’s  agent,  Robert  Charles,  in 
London  requesting  him  to  "get  us  a 
good  bell  of  about  two  thousand 
pounds  weight”  and  ordering  that  the 
"following  words,  well  shaped,  in 
large  letters  round  it  viz:  By  order  of 
the  Assembly  of  the  Province  of 
Pennsylvania  for  the  State  House  in 
tire  city  of  Philadelphia.  1752,  and 
underneath,  Proclaim  Liberty  thro'  all 
the  Land  to  all  the  Inhabitants  There¬ 
of  -  -  Levit.  XXV  10"

For  the  lady  at  a  loss  to  find  a 
subject  on  which  to  collect  coins,  let 
us  briefly  examine  that  of  styles.  Even 
men's  clothing  would  probably  be  of 
more  interest  to  women  as  a  collec¬ 
tion  subject  rather  than  to  men,  so  we 
will  include  them  here  also. 

Styles  of  dress  can  vary  from  the 
nudes,  both  artistic  and  natives,  to  the 
fancy  court  dress  of  the  17  th  century. 
Helmets  and  coats  of  mail  are  seen; 
bandanas  and  wigs  cover  the  bald 
pates  of  the  male  personalities  on 
coins,  or  the  man's  fez  as  seen  on 
coins  of  Libya.  Business  suits,  uni¬ 
forms  and  loin  cloths  can  be  found 


adorning  the  males  on  coins.  Some  of 
the  fancy  male  hairdos  include  the 
pig- tail,  braided  down  the  back  of  a 
mandarin  on  coins  of  Tibet;  Edward 
III  of  Great  Britain,  in  1351,  showed 
his  young  crowned  head  with  a  bouf¬ 
fant  hair  style;  Leopold  I  of  Austria, 
on  a  silver  double  thaler,  was  shown 
in  a  wig;  Sweden's  Fredrik  I  on  a  1750 
riksdaler  shows  his  elaborate  curls 
flowing  over  his  shoulders;  an  eight 
reales  coin  of  Charles  IV.  from  Gua¬ 
temala  in  1 809,  showed  the  style  with 
bangs  and  French  knot  at  the  back  of 
the  head.  William  IV  of  Great  Britain 
in  1831,  just  gave  up  and  displayed

dence  was  signed,  was  remodeled, 
the  original  paneling  and  wainscoting 
;orn  out  and  the  furniture  replaced  in 
an  attempt  to  modernize  the  room 
The  visit  of  Lafayette  in  1824  brought 
about  a  partial  restoration  of  the 
building.  Fortunately  much  of  the  old 
wainscoting  and  carvings  had  been 
preserved  and  many  of  the  original 
pieces  of  furniture,  including  the 
table  on  which  the  declaration  was 
signed,  were  returned  to  the  room. 
Following  the  restoration  of  the  De¬ 
claration  Chamber,  as  the  east  room 
was  later  referred  to,  the  room  was 
used  for  receptions  and  other  official 
occasions.  The  bodies  of  John  Quincy 


Adams,  Henry  Clay  and  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln  lay  in  state  in  this  room. 

In  its  239-year  history  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  State  House  has  served  many 
purposes,  including  housing  the  Phil¬ 
adelphia  Public  Library  (founded  by 
Benjamin  Franklin)  and  serving  as  a 
hospital  and  prison  for  American 
soldiers  during  Howe's  occupation  of 
Philadelphia  Shortly  before  the  cen¬ 
tennial.  the  room  in  which  the  As¬ 
sembly  and  Continental  Congress  met 
was  converted  into  a  museum.  Some¬ 
time  during  the  early  1850's  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  City  Council  renamed  the 
building  Independence  Hall,  and  in 
1950,  the  building  and  Independence 
Square  was  designated  as  "Indepen¬ 
dence  National  Historical  Park." 
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his  shining  bald  pate. 

Usually  there  is  not  a  full  size 
representation  of  women  on  coins, 
and  if  so,  details  of  dress  are  not 
prominent  But  noticeable  in  the  bust 
or  head  types  of  portraits  are  the  hair 
styles,  For  the  lady  who  thinks  she  has 
a  new  coiffure,  or  the  "latest,"  she 
might  be  in  for  a  shock.  By  examining 
coins  bearing  female  portraits  over  a 
period  of  years,  it  is  quite  possible  she 
will  come  across  her  style.  The  women 
on  coins  portray  waves,  curls,  buns, 
braids  and  countless  variations 

Probably  any  stylish  method  of 
arranging  a  lady's  hair  can  be  found  in 
our  numismatic  beauty  salon.  Let  us 
try  to  note  some  of  the  more  popular 
styles  in  our  coin  cabinets.  The  Greek 
hair  style  of  clean,  swept  lines,  with 
the  hair  pulled  back  and  arranged  in  a 
knot  at  the  back  of  the  head  is  shown 
on  Greek  coins,  of  course,  as  well  as 
on  our  quarter  and  half  dollars  of  the 
Liberty  Head  type. 

The  hair  flowing  down  the  shoul¬ 
ders  or  streaming  out  behind  is  a 
popular  numismatic  arrangement. 
This  we  see  on  coins  of  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  I  on  a  gold  half  pound;  our 
double  eagle  of  1913,  and  the  United 
States  large  cent. 

A  series  of  tight,  formal  marcelled 
waves  are  visible  on  several  ancient 
Roman  coins,  such  as  Julia  Domina, 
Orbiana,  and  Julia  Paula. 

The  style  with  the  hair  bound  or  in  a 
fillet  is  noticed  on  early  coins  of 
Victoria  of  Great  Britain  and  our 
Liberty  Head  nickel 

The  chic  bun  is  an  ageless  favorite  - 
seen  on  coins  such  as  the  U.S  large 
cents  of  1816  and  after.  Queen  Ulrike 
Eleanora  of  Sweden  wore  one  on  a 


1719  riksdaler.and  note  them  also  on 
coins  of  Brazil  of  1819,  on  a  2000  reis 
coin,  and  on  those  of  Viet  Nam  and 
Laos. 

The  braid  is  probably  the  oldest  and 
most  universal  form  of  hair  arrange¬ 
ment  known  to  woman.  We  see  braids 
on  coins  of  Queen  Victoria,  on  the 
Gothic  florin;  on  coins  of  Mexico,  the 
Netherlands,  Poland  and  Queen  Isa¬ 
bella  [I  of  Spain  wrapped  a  bun  with  a 
braid  of  hair 

Maria  on  the  coins  of  Hanau- 
Munzenberg  of  1860-64,  used  the 
upsweep  so  popular  about  1950.  The 
bobbed,  off-the-shoulder  style  is 
championed  by  Queen  Elizabeth  II  of 
Great  Britain  and  Princess  Margrethe 
of  Denmark. 

The  rolled  effect  is  popular  with 
several  early  Roman  ladies,  as  well  as 
the  style  of  Liberty's  hair  on  an  1843 
onca  of  Ecuador.  Another  form  of  roll, 
the  vertical  roll  at  the  back  of  the 
head,  or  French  knot  is  noted  on  an 
1897  peso  of  Cuba. 

An  Italian  coin  of  1958  shows  a 
woman's  head  dressed  in  a  style 
which  recalls  the  renaissance 

Of  course,  aside  from  hair  styles,  we 
note  a  wide  variety  of  head  coverings, 
from  the  scarf  of  Queen  Victoria  on 
her  later  coins  to  the  cloth  hat  of 
Mary.  Queen  of  Scots  in  1561

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SOUTH  AFRICAN 
COINS 

(Author  Unknown) 

In  order  to  appreciate  the  coins  of 
South  Africa,  it  will  help  to  know  a  little 
history  on  the  life  of  Paul  Kruger,  the 
man  whose  likeness  appears  on  the 
coins  through  the  years  1892  to  1900. 

Stephanus  Johannes  Paulus  Kruger 
(Paul  Kruger)  was  born  in  the  year 
1825  to  Boer  farmer  parents.  His 
father  was  Kasper  Jan  Hendrik  Kruger 
and  his  mother  was  Elsie  Francina 
Steyn.  He  was  a  healthy  and  athletic 
boy  at  the  age  of  seven  in  1832  when 
he  killed  his  first  big  game.  In  1835  he 
accompanied  his  parents  on  the  big 
trek  to  the  north.  His  job  while  on  the 
trek  was  herding  cattle  and  sheep. 

In  1836  he  killed  his  first  kaffir 
(African  native)  during  an  attack  on 
the  wagon  train,  and  in  1 839,  while  on 
a  hunting  trip  for  food,  he  killed  his 
first  lion.  In  1841  he  became  a  full 
burgher,  owning  several  parcels  of 
land,  horses,  cattle  and  sheep. 

During  the  year  of  1842,  he  married 
his  childhood  sweetheart  and  swam 
the  Vaal  River  at  high  flood  stage  to  go 
to  her.  Also  in  the  same  year  he  was 
made  assistant  field  cornet  in  the  Boer 
Army.  He  was  widowed  in  1846  when 
his  wife  passed  away  during  child¬ 
birth. 

He  remarried  in  1847  and  was  the 
father  of  16  children  by  this  marriage. 
He  attended  the  Saud  River  conven¬ 
tion  in  1852  and  in  1862  he  was  made 
commandant  general. 

Thomas  Francois  Burgers  was  elec¬ 
ted  president  of  the  South  African 
Republic  in  1872  and  in  1877  Kruger 
was  named  vice  president.  He  became 


president  in  1883  He  ruled  his  coun¬ 
try  for  four  terms  in  a  democratic 
manner,  guided  by  the  Holy  Bible.  He 
was  a  very  religious,  courageous  and 
well  thought  of  man. 

It  was  in  his  first  term  of  office  that 
South  African  decimal  coinage  began. 
In  1890  Kruger  issued  a  concession  to 
the  National  Bank  for  the  minting  of 
coins  for  that  country,  A  few  gold 
coins  of  one  half  and  one  pound  had 
been  minted  at  a  prior  date,  1874. 

The  mint  was  located  in  the  capitol 
of  Pretoria,  and  was  known  as  the 
South  African  Republic  mint.  It 
minted  the  first  coins  in  1892  and  was 
closed  in  1900. 

During  the  height  of  operation. 
2.625,338  gold  coins,  5,375,425  silver 
coins,  and  8.273.698  bronze  coins 
were  minted.  There  were  no  South 
African  coins  minted  from  1900  until 
1923  when  a  new  mint  was  built  under 
British  control. 

Paul  Kruger  left  Africa  in  1900 
during  the  Anglo  Boer  War  and  went 
to  Switzerland  where  he  died  in  1904.

Visitors  were  told  that  mining  act¬ 
ivity  at  "Pueblo  Viejo"  was  carried  on 
by  the  Arawaks  Indians  before  the 
arrival  of  Christopher  Columbus,  so 
this  mine  is  not  only  the  largest  in  the 
"New  World"  but  probably  is  also  the 
oldest. 

The  group  had  the  opportunity  to 
observe  the  mining,  crushing,  grind¬ 
ing,  leaching,  decantation,  filtration, 
precipitation  and  melting  processes 
and  learned  about  methods  used  in 
the  production  of  about  350.000  troy 
ounces  of  gold  per  year.  Officials 
noted  that  from  the  8.000  tons  of  ore 
mined  each  day.  approximately  1 .000 
ounces  of  gold  are  produced.

PHILIPPINE  COINAGE 

At  various  times  from  1903  until  the 
present  coinage  for  the  Philippines 
has  been  produced  by  the  Phila¬ 
delphia.  Denver  and  San  Francisco 
mints.  Coins  struck  at  Philadelphia  do 
not  bear  a  mint  mark.  From  1903 
through  1919,  all  coinage  for  the 
Philippines  was  struck  at  Philadelphia 
and  San  Francisco.  The  Manila  mint 
was  the  sole  producer  of  coinage  from 
1 920  until  1941  Since  1 944,  the  three 
American  mints  have  produced  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Philippines  coinages.  The 
silver  issues  of  1903-06  eventually 
became  more  valuable  as  bullion  than 
as  coins  and  were  returned  to  the  U  S 
to  be  recoined  into  smaller  coins  of 
lesser  fineness.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the 
issue  was  melted  and  recoined.
